An Account of the Life of Philip Quarli., 
from his Infancy to his being caji away. 
Taken from the Memoirs he gave to Mr. 
Dorrington, the Perfon who found him 
on the IJland . 

P HILIP QJJARLL was born in the 
parifli of St. Giles , London. His father, 
formerly a maker builder, having unfortu- 
nately ruined himfelf in building, was at lad 
reduced to work at the mean bulinefs of 
brick -making : His poor wife, alfo, was ob- 
liged to lay her hand to the labouring oar.
